One hundred guarantors were .sec­ 
ured without much

and the

It is

stood that there w7as a slight short­ 
age this year, amounting only to a 
few7 cents. 
So small w7as this short­ 
age that the backers really do not 
eonsidôi it as such, 
and

there 
were sufficient funds left from pre­ 
vious years, the guarantors will not 
have to make up the loss. 


Dr. George B. Jones, former Rush 
ville physician who is now7 with the 
United States punitive expedition in 
Mexico as a lieutenant of the medi­ 
cal reserve corps, has written “hack 
home” of the experiences of the re 
gulars since they have been in Mex 
ieo. 
The letter was addressed to hi 
niece, Miss Claribel Sipe, daughter 
of Dr. and Mrs. J. A. Sipe. 
The 
letter, in part, follows: 


I am wilh the 3rd Squadron 5th 
Dav., about 300 men, just now the 
farthest south of any U. S. troops. 
Our camp is between tw7o mountain 
ranges, in a valley about four miles 
wide. This valley is 7,200 feet abovS 
sea level and this altitude makes 
me 
dizzy sometimes. 
We 
have 
out­ 
posts of twro or three men on top of 
the mountains and one day 1 went 
up to the outpost and had to stop 
twice to let my heart quiet down 
so T would not fall over. 
Of course 
it does not affect everyone that way. 
We have forgotten all about Villa. 
The Carranza soldiers are our ene­ 
mies now. 
Quite a lot of them are 
stationed in the next town below7 us 
and in the country all about 
with 
orders 
to fire on us if we 
venture 
their wTay. 
They have fired on small 
detachments 
and 
outposts two 
or 
three rimes, but as near as I can 
learn w7e have only shot tw7o 
of 
them, a boy accidentally, and a sol­ 
dier. 
The boy was 
killed. 
He was 
in the way when our troops had 
a 
running fight with some horsethieves 
that had stolen some of our horses 
in the dark when the men were graz­ 
ing them. 


None of our men lias been hit as 
the Mexican fights at long range and 
runs and could not hit a box car 
with t lie door shut anyway. 
They 
make a lot of noise but if they can­ 
not make the enemy run they them­ 
selves soon run. 
Tf we get into a 
real war which may happen by the 
time you get this, I do not believe 
the Mexican army will make much 
of a showing. 


I was talking to a Carranza m ajor 
about tw7o weeks ago before we be­ 
came such’"enemies, and he said 
it 
was thought that Villa was some­ 
where down about Durango; that he 
had let his beard grow, had no fol­ 
lowing any more and was in hiding. 
As we have such a small garrison 
here I would not he surprised 
if 
about 3,000 Carranza troops would 
come rushing up here some night or 
day yelling and firing and making an 
awful noise, and if they do a good 
many of them will not go hack again 
as w7e have good intrenehments 
and 
enough ammunition to last as long 
as they last, and although we are 
cautioned to avoid trouble if pos­ 
sible, we arc getting in the mood to 
take care of what might happen. We 
have some good soldiers but a lot >f 
recruits and bon heads, too. 
Five 
in the regiment ha le shot themselves 
in the legs and feet with their auto­ 
matic pistols 
since 
we have been 
down here. 


We are 
a little 
short 
on eat*. 
Rations came in from 
the nearest 
garrison, 22 miles above here to­ 
day, and not a^ potato, 
onion or 
other vegetable; just hardtack— and 
the hardest kind of hardtack, bacon 
and canned beef.

One is an army of soldiers. 
The 
other is an army of citizens. 
But 
both tire under the orders of 
the 
General Staff. 
The situation is uni­ 
que in history. 
The main corps of this citizen ar 
my is known as the 
“All-Russian 
Zemstvo Union,” and no other nation 
in the world boasts anything like ;t. 
If the troops need new fur coats the 
General Staff tells the Zemstvo and 
the Zemstvo Union provides them. 
Or maybe the Staff asks for socks 
and underwear; or boots, or bridges, 
or daggers, or bath-trains or tauin 
or chop-axes. Whatever in reason it 


asks for, it gets. 
Soldiery and citizenary are work­ 
ing hand in hand. 
This statement 
is literal, not 
merely a 
figure 
of 
speech. 
The Zemstvo— pronounced “Zem 
tervo—came into being in 1864, or 
thre years after the serfs were freed 
and the land divided, 
it began very 
modestly and 
developed 
slowly, 
members 
being elected 
from three 
classes: 
Peasants, the landed gen­ 
try, and the urbanites owning shops, 
factories or other property. 
Origin­ 
ally a Zemstvo composed of say 600 
members, averaged about 20 pea« 
ants, 20 gentry and 20 town proper­ 
ty owners, but in 
1890 the 
gentry 
were given by law what by the very 
nature of things they had had from 
the start—a preponderant voice. 
Russia is divided into 51 provin­ 
ces, these into districts 
averaging 
about 10 districts to the 
province 
At present 39 provinces and about 
350 districts have Zemstvo organi­ 
zations 
The district institution once 
a 
year sends 
delegates 
to a 10-day 
provincial 
Zemstvo 
at which 
the 
work of the past year is reviewed 
and the work for the 
coming year 
co-ordinated. 
Further, a provincial 
board of four men is named, these 
to devote their entire time to this 
work. 
The ordinary member of the 
Zemstvo receives no pay. 
The four 
board members are on salary as are 
the four members of a similar dis­ 
trict board who do nothing else but 
supervise district work. 
The Zemstvo has but slight legis­ 
lative functions—levying local taxes, 
etc.—and until the war its activities 
were 
confined 
to 
four 
spheres: 
Working the roads, supervising 
the 
schools, aiding farmers with advice 
and looking after tlie hospitals; the 
primary needs of country districts 
Restricted in scope through 
the 
I Zemstvo was nevertheless the ap­ 
prenticeship of the people. 
It fur­ 
nished the peasants with 
their first 
means 
of participating 
in 
public 
work. 
Side by side with their for 
mer masters, these 
farmers, 
newly 
out of serfdom, elected 
their Zem 
tvo representatives and labored for 
the community and for Russia 
Such was the Zemstvo at the be­ 
ginning of the war.

With beef soaring at thirty cents 
a pound, when some of the “oldest 
inhabitants” can be found who re­ 
member when it was only fifteen, it 
is not very encouraging to local peo­ 
ple to read a report of the United 
States department 
of 
agriculture, 
which says that high meat 
prices 
will probably continue indefinitely. 
There is some consolation in that 
part of the report which says that 
high meat prices prevail throughout, 
the world. 
One reason for this is 
the fact that production has failed 
to keep pace with the increase in 
population. 
Other 
contributory 
causes given are the increased cost 
of production and diminished buy­ 
ing power of the money unit. 
An interesting feature of the sit­ 
uation in the United States is that 
ilthough the production of meat is 
on the increase, it is not proport ion­ 
ite to the growth of population. 
Although holding out little or no 
liope for a lowering of meat prices 
in the near future, the report says 
hat there probably will be a gradual 
growth and expansion in the w o r ld ’s 
production of beef, mutton and pork 
which may or may not equal the rate 
of increase of the meat-eating popu- 
ation. 
The available supply of meat 
in 
his country would he much greater, 
the report says, were it not for the 
enormous losses caused by disease 
uid exposure, 
hi the last sixteen 
years, it is estimated 
that 
about 
,475,000 cattle have died annually 
rom disease and approximately a 
million and a half from exposure. In 
1914, at least seven million hogs died 
of cholera. 
The report points out that the Un­ 
ited States still is 
not 
only 
the 
greatest meat eating nation hut the 
greatest producer. 
Approximately 
twice as much as consumed as in 
Germany before the war. and the to­ 
tal normal consumption 
in Russia, 
Great Britain and France is 
le s s 
than in Germany. 
The per 
capita 
consumption in the 
I nited 
States 
also is far the Greatest except in 
Australia and New Zealand. 
In the fiscal years 1914 and 1915, 
le United States 
imported 
more 


fr e sh , chilled and frozen beef and 
mutton than it exported, and impor­ 
ted more beef of all kinds than it 
exported in 1914.

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Ninety per cent of the registration 
and license fees paid m 1915 by au­ 
tomobiles to the States, or $16,213,- 
387, was spent for the building and 
maintenance of county and 
State 
roads, according 
to a 
compilation 
just published by the Office of Pub­ 
lic Roads, U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture at Washington. 
In 
all, 
2,445,604 motor vehicles were regis­ 
tered in that year and their owners 
paid a. total of $18,245,713 for reg­ 
istration and drivers’ 
and dealers’ 
licenses. This is an increase of $5,- 
803,700 over 1914v and an increase 
of 734,325 in the number of vehicles 
registered. Automobile fees now de­ 
fray nearly 7 per cent of the total 
amount spent on rural 
road 
and 
bridge building, where a- in 1900 the 
income from this source 
was 
less 
than three-tenths of 1 per cent of 
the total expenditure. 
The growth of the volume of fees 
and registrations is noted 
by 
the 
fact that in 1901 New York, the first 
State to require fees, collected only 
$954. In 1900 only 48,000 cars were 
registered throughout fhe entire Uni­ 
ted States. 
By 1915. however, the 
number had jumped to the 
figure 
iven, so that there is slightly more 
than one motor car registered 
for 
each of the 2,375,000 jnilcs of road 
outside of incorporated towns 
and 
ities. 
The relation between 
cars 
and 
road mileage varies widely in differ­ 
ent sections. There is only one motor 
car for every 0 miles of rural road in 
Nevada, hut nearly six motor cars 
for every mile of such road in New 
Jersey. 
There is an average of one 
motor car registration for every 44 
persons in the United States. Iowa 
apparently leads, however, with one 
motor car for every 
10 
persons, 
while only one for every 200 persons 
is registered for Alabama. 
It must be understood, 
however, 
that the figures of registration do, 
t ration. 
others 
group 
pleasure 
and commercial cars and motor cy-

accounts, while still 
other States do not require regis­ 
tration of motor cycles. 
There is great inequality in the 
registration fees charged

different States. The average for the 
United States was $7.46 
The State 
of Vermont, however,

each motor car, while Minnesota re­ 
ceived only about 50 cents annually 
for each car. 
In Texas and South 
Carolina no annual registration fees 
are collected, the only requirement 
being a county fee of 50 cents and

er, also levy annual taxes on motor 
vehicles and this adds 
importantly 
to the public revenue contributed by 
the owners of motor-propel led ve­ 
hicles.

“I received the full shock ot its ug

brute 
stood, 
squirming his pudgy nose about in 
I enjoyment of the pune morning air 
and utterly disfiguring 
the 
pretty 
| landscape. 
“I grabbed the infantry outlook’s 
rifle and pumped five shots at the 
face as quickly as I could pull the 
¡trigger and work 
the 
lever. 
The 
face withdrew. 
2.—“Something like an hour later 
I was again surveying the smiling 
[valley. 
The Disgusting Face was 
gone; 
but in 
its place a new ar 
nangement of 
sand bags 
on 
the 
trench parapet and the presence ot 
| a sheet of boiler plating 
attracted 
[my attention—very nearly fatally 
“There was a sort of wink from 
dhe middle of 
the 
boiler-plate, 
a 
¡sharp crack and then my cap skid­ 
ded from my head and rolled in the 
¡mud at the bottom of the trench. 
“Before 
I 
had collected 
my 
thoughts sufficiently to duck, some 
thing said “Phew” right in my ear. 
¡Then I ducked 
smartly. 
I got 
a 
periscope 
and saw 
something look 
over the top of the boiler plate and 
down again, quick as a lizard. 
The 
Face again. 
3—“Half an hour later the infan­ 
try sentry’s periscope was smashed. 
1 got another place in the treneh and 
tried to get sight of the brute from 
¡that. 
Within five minutes he 
had 
spotted me and shot at me again. A 
pound or two of gravel went down 
¡the back of my neck and I ducked 
again. 
“Later in the day he smashed an­ 
other periscope. 
Then he out-Hun- 
ned himself by potting the dog. The 
dog was the mascot of the regiment 
—a dirty, dusty, 
doormatty 
dog, 
but quite a gentlemanly 
old beast. 
"Lived on bread and bacon and used 
to drink tea out of the men’s dixies. 
For some unknown reason he hopped 
over the parapet and 
next 
minute 
“crack” went the sniper’s rifle and 
the poor old dog was shot through 
the leg. 
“After 
the shooting of 
the dog 
something had to be done. 
1 hunted 
up a trench mortar officer and we 
arranged that he should put in tour 
trench bombs while I threw high ex­ 
plosive and shrapnel alternately at 
ten second intervals. 
“So at 4:25 precisely 
I and 
the 
trench mortar fellow 
began. 
And 
we avenged the 
poor old doormat. 
My second H. E. blew 
th e . sniper’s 
boiler plate 
to blazes; the 
trench 
bomb followed almost 
on top 
and 
then 1 shrapnelled the whole trench 
for fifty yards on either side. 
And 
the trench mortar, by a really glor­ 
ious fluke, dropped forty yards left 


of its 
target, 
right 
through 
the 
roof of an unsuspecting dug-out and 
sent the whole show sky-high—oc­ 


cupants ibeluded. 
“Altogether the doormat, the per­ 


iscopes and ruv 
hat 
were 
pretty 


well avenged.” 


A vast quantity of feed available 
for cattle is now either wasted ab­ 
solutely or put to some less profit­ 
able use, says a recent report which 
United the States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
has just published 
as 
P art 4 of a comprehensive survey of 
the entire meat situation in the Uni­ 
ted -States. Failure to utilize the full 
value of this material has increased 
unnecessarily the cost of producing 
meat, has diminished 
the 
profits 
from cattle feeding, and has dis­ 
couraged many 
fanners 
trom en­ 
gaging in an industry 
essential 
to 
their permanent prosperity. 
According 
to the report already 
mentioned, the loss in grain straw 
and com stover 
amounts to more 
than $100,000,000 annually. 
Both 
of these products are disposed 
of 
most economically when fed to cattle 
in connection with 
some 
form 
of 
concentrated feed. 
Straw is especi­ 
ally valuable in carrying the breeu- 
ing-herd through the winter, in win­ 
tering stackers, and as a supplemen­ 
tary 
roughage for fattening cattle. 
Stover, too, is an excellent feed for 
wintering cattle, especially mature 
breeding 
cows. 
Nevertheless, 
in 
many sections of the country w lere 
these products are abundant, little 
attempt is made to take advantage 
of their value for these purposes. 
Of an annual straw crop of 
ap­ 
proximately 120,000,000 tons, it is 
estimated that only two-thirds . s put 
to its best use, live stock production 
Of the remainder a little more than 
one-half is sold or turned under am 
the rest— 15 per cent of 
the 
tota 
crop—is burned. 
Burning is practi­ 
cally an absolute waste 
and 
al 
though plowing under 
does contri­ 
bute something to soil fertility, the 
benefit to the land is less than that 
which would be derived from the us< 
of the straw to produce manure. “Of 
all system of obtaining permanent 
soil fertility,” says the report, “none 
is so practical or as easily availabe 
as that of feeding live stock." 
The average value of all kinds of 
straw is placed at about $5 a ton. In 
many sections, of course, no 
such 
price can be realized for it, and as a 
matter of fact only about 8 per cent 
of the crop actually is sold. 
The 
figure mentioned, however, may be 
taken as representing the value 
to 
the farmer of straw if he will use it 
properly in his farming 
operations 
as feed or bedding. 
In order to il­ 
lustrate how this may be done the 
report gives three 
sample 
rations 
for wintering a breeding herd of beef 
cattle on straw combined with sil­ 
age, shock corn, and cottonseed or 
linseed meal. 
Any one of these ra ­ 
tions, it is said, will prove economi­ 
cal.

In this connection it js pointed out 
also that feeding straw in the winter 
will insure under certain circumstan­ 
ces the full utilization of 
summer 
grass. 
In a number 
of 
western 
States 
it frequently happens 
that 
grass goes to waste because feeders 
are unwilling to pay the high prices 
asked for steers in the spring. With 
an abundance of straw on hand to 
lessen the cost of wintering, feeders 
can take advantage of 
the 
lower 
price for stocker cattle in the fall to 
secure on reasonable terms at that 
time enough stock to pasture all the 
grass the following year. 
The production of corn stover is 
about twice that of grain 
straw, 
amounting to approximately 
245,- 
000,000 tons a year. 
A larger per­ 
centage^—81.5—of this is fed than 
of the straw but the waste is never- 
the-less astonishing. 
For this, poor 
methods of feeding are largely 
re­ 
sponsible. 
By far the most econom­ 
ical method of handling corn is by 
ensiling, but as a matter of fact only 
8.1 per cent of the acreage was put 
in the silo in 1914, the year in which 
these investigations 
were 
made. 
About 11 per cent was cut for green 


feed and 81 per cent allowed to ma­ 
ture for grain. It is in the last por­ 
tion of the acreage that the greatest 
waste occurs. 
Stripping the leaves 
from the stalks which are 
subse 
quently burned, removing the stalk 
above the top ear only, leaving 
the 
stalks to stand in the field until the 
oss of leaves and leaching have re 
moved much of their fertilizing val­ 
ue, are all unthrifty methods. 
Fur­ 
thermore, almost four per cent of 
i;he stover is burned, as though, in­ 
stead of being a potential source of 
revenue, it was merely a nuisance to 
be gotten rid of as a preliminary to 
plowing. 
In some States the per 
centage of 
stover 
that 
is 
thus 
thrown away is as high as 7 or 8 per 
cent, and the total loss to the coun­ 
try from the practice is estimated at 
nearly $15,000,900 a year. 
To 
obtain 
satisfactory 
results 
from the feeding of farm roughages 
such as straw and stover, they must 
be combined with some form of con­ 
centrated feed. 
At the present time 
large quantities of such feed, in the 
form of cottonseed meal and cake, 
corn, molasses, peanuts and 
beans 
are exported for the use of Euro­ 
pean feeders. 
If the straw’ and sto 
ver that are now’ wasted were em­ 
ployed to feed more cattle, these 
concentrates 
could be consumed at 
home. The result w’ould be a tremen 
dous saving not only in the cost of 
producing beef, but in the cost of 
enriching the soil as well. 
In 1914, 
for example, about 1,000,000 tons of 
cottonseed meal— half the total pro­ 
duction—were applied directly to the 
soil as fertilizer. 
If this had been 
fed to cattle instead, three-quarters 
of the fertilizing value would have 
been returned to the soil as manure 
The loss of the other* fourth would 
have been far more than counter­ 
balanced by the profit on the meat 
produced economically by the meal 
and the necessary roughages. Much 
the same thing is true of the other 
oil meals. 
The value of these 
meals is 
far 
better 
appreciated in Europe 
than 
here. 
Denmark, for example, feeds 
annually 478 pounds of oil cake to 
each of her mature cattle, the I ni 
ted States approximately 24 pound? 
Furthermore, the European feeder is 
aware of the fact that the high-pro­ 
tein meal, while more expensive to 
buy, is more economical 
to 
use 
Meal of this quality is seldom sold 
on the domestic markets because the 
American farmer has not yet learned 
its value. 
Cottonseed and 
linseed 
are perhaps the best known ot *li 
oil meals but there are others the use 
of which as feed could be profitably 
extended. Both peanut and soy bean 
meal and cake, for instance, are in 
good demand in Europe. 
The efficient use of these and oth­ 
er feeds discussed in the report is of 
the utmost importance to the Ameri 
can farmer, it is pointed out, be 
cause the day when close calculation 
in feeding was not necessary is, in 
all probability, past. 
Hereafter it h 
likely that success will depend upon 
ability to put to the best. 
use

edge of what these products are and 
of the ways in which they can be fed 
will insult in tlu* elimination of en­ 
ormous w’aste.

IS NEEDED FOR AMMUNITION 


( By United Pres».) 
London, July 14. —With British 
and Russian forces converging 
on 
Bagdad, military experts pointed out 
here today that the fall of the great 
Turkish stronghold 
probably 
will 
follow one of the most decisive bat­ 
tles of the war. 
The reason is cotton. 
Far more important, say the ex­ 
perts, than the encircling of 
the 
Tureo-German divisions in the mid­ 
dle reaches of the Tigris is the fact 
that for months since American cot­ 
ton has been denied to Germany the 
Bagdad region has 
been the chief 
source of cotton for German arse­ 
nals. Cotton from this district, pro­ 
bably the last avenue to 
Germany 
open to his vital necessity for Teu­ 
tonic explosives, has been steadily 
crawling over the Bagdad railway 
since the British blockade observed 
American cotton as contraband. 
It is the opinion here that Ger­ 
many wiil order the Turks to hold 
Bagdad at all costs and 
probably 
will send large numbers of men to 
aid the Sultan’s fighters. 
The point 
is declared, from the German stand­ 
point, to be one of the most vital of 
the war. 
With the Tigris floods abated, an 
active and relentless Anglo-Russian 
campaign against ancient Bagdad is 
believed to have already commenc­ 
ed. 


he Ottoman government.

the Turk argue in favor of his own 
government as a giver of freedom 
of language? 
What does the gen­ 
tlemen mean by “freedom of com­ 
munity” if be does not wish to con­ 
tradict flatly the fiats of the Otto­ 
man rulers? 
Thirty thousand Armentians were 
massacred in Adana at the hands of

were anchored.

vaccine syrum they injected poison 
and 400 children died in one night. 
If this is the work of a humane race 
what might be its brutal deeds? 
My own experience in the massa­ 
cre of 1895 and ’9(j are still fnesh in 
my memory and if necessary I can 
enumerate tales of horror which I 
heard and saw. 
With all these cruel inflictions, in­ 
stead of fostering revenge, one Ar­

Union and Progress saying that it is 
enough we are brothers; let us work 
for the welfare of the country.

The letter was addressed to his 


niece, Miss Claribel Sipc, daughter 
of Dr. and Mrs. J. A. Sipe.

I am with the 3rd Squadron 5th 


Cav., about 300 men, just now the 
farthest south of any U. S. troops. 
Our camp is between two mountain 
ranges, in a valley about four miles 
wide. This valley is 7,200 feet abov? 
sea level and this altitude makes me 
dizzy sometimes.

aosts of two or three men on top of. 
;he mountains and one day I went 
up to the outpost and had to stop 
:wiee to let iny heart quiet down

We have forgotten all about Villu.

where down about Durango; that he 
lad let. his beard grow, had no fol-' 
owing any more and was in hiding. 
As we have such a small garrison 
lere I would, not be surprised 
if 


about 3,000 Carranza troops would 
come rushing up here some night or 
day yelling and firing and making an 
awful noise, and if they do a good 
nany of them will not go back again 
as we have good iutrenchraents and 
enough ammunition to last as long 
as they last, and although we are 
cautioned to avoid trouble if pos- 
sible, we are getting in the mood to 
take care of what might happen. We 
rave some good soldiers but a lot of 
recruits and bom|lieads, too.

ism" is the way Woodrow Wilson, in 
1916 characterized the news he en- 
tertained 14 months previously. Here 
is what he said in an address 
to 


Congress on December 8, 1914: 


"We are at peace with all the 


world. No one who 
speaks 


counsel based on fact or drawn 
from a just and candid interpre- 
tation of relaiities can say that 
there is reason to fear that 
from any quarter our independ- 
ence or the integrity of our ter- 
ritory is threatened. 'Dread of 
€he power of any other nation 
we are incapable of. We are not 
jealous of rivalry in the fields 
of commerce or any 
other 


1 
peaceful achievement. We mean 
to live our lives, as we will; 
but we mean also to let live." 
And here is the contrary view ex- 


pressed January 27, 1916, with the 
use of the denunciatory expression 
/ "hopeless piece of provincialism": 


"We live in a world which we 


did not make, which we cannot 
alter, which we cannot think

The Zemstvo—pronounced "Zem- 


stervo—eanie into being in 1864, or 
thre years after the serfs were freed 
and the land divided. It began very 
modestly and 
developed 
slowly, 


members being elected from three 
classes: Peasants, the landed gen- 
try, and the urbanites owning shops, 
factories or other property. 
Origin- 


ally a Zemstvo composed of say 600 
members, averaged about 20 peas- 
ants, 20 gentry and 20 town proper- 
ty owners, but in 1890 the 
gentry 


were given by law what by the very 
nature of things they had had from 
the start—a preponderant voice. 


Russia is divided into 51 provin- 


ces, these into districts 
averaging 


about 10 districts to the 
province. 


At present 39 provinces and about 
350 districts have Zemstvo organi- 
zations. 


The district institution once 
a 


yean sends delegates 
to a 10-day 


provincial 
Zemstvo 
at which 
the 


work of the past year is reviewed 
and the work for the coming year 
co-ordinated. 
Further, ^a provincial 


board of four men is named, these 
to devote their entire time to this 
work. The ordinary member of the 
Zemstvo receives no pay. 
The four 


board members are on salary as are 
the four members of a similar dis- 
trict board who do nothing else but 
supervise district work. 


The Zemstvo nas but slight legis- 


lative functions—levying local taxes, 
etc.—and until the war its activities 
were 
confined 
to 
four spheres: 


Working the roads, supervising the 
schools, aiding farmers with advice 
and looking after the hospitals; the 
primary needs of country districts. 


Restricted in scope through 
the 


Zemstvo was nevertheless the . ap- 
prenticeship of the people. 
It fur- 


nished the peasants with their first 
means 
of participating 
in public 


work. Side by side with their for- 
mer masters, these farmers, newly 
out of serfdom, elected their Zem- 
stvo representatives and labored for 
the community and for Russia. 


Such was the Zemstvo at the be- 


ginning of the war. 


On Aug. 12, 1914, 
less than twp 


weeks from the commencement of 
hostilities a general meeting of dele- 
gates elected by the Provincial Zem- 
stvos was held in Moscow. It was 
then and there decided to form the 
All-Russian Zemstvo Union "for re- 
lief work among sick and 
wounded 


soldiers." And every Zemstvo join- 
ed in save one, this solitary abstain- 
er prefering to work independently.

The Zemstvo had been in 
the hospital business for 40 years 
and it went to the army's aid upon 
the very field of battle and in the 
front line trenches. 


After this things moved rapidly. 


Hospitals in the interior were organ- 
ized. 
So were first-aids, distribut- 


ing centers, bases. "Front Brigades" 
were formed for handling wounded, 
sanitary trains equipped. During 
October and November 1914 the Un- 
ion sent the Serbian army 215,000 
fur and other warm garments, paid 
for by the Russian gavernment but 
bought by the Zemstvo and handled 
by them. 


In October, 1914, General Shuvay- 


ev, then head of the 
Commissary, 


(now Minister 
of War) 
asked the 


Union to make underwear for his 
men. 
The Union replied by deliver- 


ing to the army before the end of 
tlie month over 7,500,000 complete 
suits! And this was only a side- 
order: the Union did this without 
slacking up on any 
of its 
other 


jobs. 


How was it done? 
It was very 


simple. The Zemstvo is a people's 
organization. 
Peasants are- in ' it. 


So the Zemstvo simply .went to a lot 
of poor women it had known for a 
long tune and^said: 
• 


"Make us these articles. We want 


them for the .army." 


And over night, 
almost, the a'r- 


ticles were cut and sewed by Rus- 
sian seamstresses. 


Another order, similarly executed 


was for'wearing apparel to the tune 
of seventeen million pieces. 
Russian 


Co-operative Societies in a large 
measure filled these orders, societies 
embracing at least half the popula- 
tion of Russia. And Russia num- 
bers 170,000,000 souls!

ation. 


The available supply of meat in 


:iis country would he much greater, 
iie report says, were it not for the 
normous losses caused by disease 
nd exposure. 
In the last sixteen 


ears, it is estimated 
that about 


,475,000 cattle have died annually 
rom disease and approximately a 
lillion and a half from exposure. In

with blond bristle, surmounted by a 
grey, peaked fonage cap which ap 
peared to be more than half fillec 
with some edible matter than in pro 
cess of mastication, stuck itself ov 
er the German parapet in front o 
my observation station two morning- 
ago. 


"I received the full shock of its ug 


liness. There the 
brute 
stood 


squirming his pudgy nose about in 
enjoyment of the pune morning ai 
and utterly disfiguring the 
prettj 


landscape. 


"I grabbed the infantry outlook's 


rifle and pumped five shots at the 
face as quickly as I could pull thi 
trigger and work the lever. 
The 


face withdrew. 


2.—"Something like an hour later 


I was again surveying the smiling 
valley. 
The Disgusting Face was 


gone; but in its place a new ar 
I'angement of sand bags on 
the 


trench parapet and the presence o 
a sheet of boiler plating attracte< 
my attention—very nearly fatally. 


"There was a sort of wink from 


the middle of the 
boiler-plate, a 


sharp crack and tlien my cap skid 
ded from my head and rolled in thi 
mud at the bottom of the trench.

thoughts sufficiently to duck, some 
thing said "Phew" right in my ear 
Then I ducked 
smartly. I got a

over the top of the boiler plate nnc 
down again, quick as a lizard. The 
Face again.

try sentry's periscope was smashed 
I got another place in the trench am 
tried to get sight of the brute from 
that. Within five minutes he ba< 
spotted me and shot at me again. ^ 
pound or two of gravel went down 
the back of my neck and I ducket 
again. 


"Later in the day he smashed an- 


other periscope. Then -he out-Hun- 
ned himself by potting the dog. The 
dog was the mascot of the regimen 
—a dirty, dusty, 
doormatty dog 


but quite a gentlemanly old beast 
'Lived on bread and bacon and uset 
to drink tea out of the men's dixies 
For some unknown reason he hoppet 
over the parapet and next minute 
"crack" went the sniper's rifle anc 
the poor old dog was shot through 
the leg. 


"After 
the shooting of 
the dog 


something had to be done. I huntec 
up a trench mortar officer and we 
arranged that he should put in four 
trench bombs while I threw high ex- 
plosive and shrapnel alternately at 
;en second intervals. 


"So at 4:25 precisely I and the 


reneh mortar fellow 
began.

we avenged the poor old doormat, 


second H. E. blew the. sniper's 


>oiler plate to blazes; the trench 
>omb followed almost 
on top 
and 


hen I shrapnelled the whole trench 
'or fifty yards on either side. And 
he trench mortar, by a really glor- 
ous fluke, dropped forty yards left 
f its target, right through the 
oof of an unsuspecting dug-out and 
ent the whole show sky-higb/^-oc- 
upants included. 
"Altogether the doormat, the per-

Farm Products that Might Be 


Usfcd for Cattle Feed Wasted 


A vast quantity of .feed availaMi 


for cattle is now either wasted ab 
solutely or put to 'some less profit 
able us«, says a recent report whicl 
United the States Department 
o 


Agriculture 
has just published a: 


Part 4 of a comprehensive survey o: 
the entire meat situation in the Unl 
ted States. Failure to utilize the ful 
value of this material has increasei 
unnecessarily the cost of producing 
meat, has diminished the 
profit 


from cattle feeding, and has dis 
couraged many fanners 
from en 


gaging in an industry essential t 
their permanent prosperity. 


According to the report already 


mentioned, the loss in grain straw 
and corn stover 
amounts to mor 


than $100,000,000 annually. 
Bot 


of these products are disposed 
o 


most economically when fed to ct'ttl 
in connection with some form o 
concentrated feed. Straw is espeei 
ally valuable in carrying the breed 
ing-herd through the winter, in win 
tering stockers, and as a snpplemen 
tary roughage for fattening cattle 
Stover, too, is an excellent feed fo 
wintering cattle, especially mature 
breeding 
cows. 
Nevertheless, 
in 


many sections of the country w'ler 
these products are abundant, littl 
attempt is made to take advnntag 
of their value for these purposes. 


Of. an annual straw- crop of 
ap 


proximately 120,000,000 tons, it i 
estimated that only two-thirds "s pu 
to its best use, live stock production 
Of the remainder a little more than 
one-half is sold or turned under am 
the rest—15 per cent of the tola 
crop—is burned. Burning is practi 
cally an absolute waste 
and 
al 


though plowing under does contri 
bute something to soil fertility, the 
benefit to the land is less than tha 
which would be derived from the usi 
of the straw to produce'manure. "0 
all system of obtaining permaticn 
soil fertility," says the report, "non. 
is so practical or as easily availabi 
as that of feeding live stock." 


The average value of all kinds o: 


straw is placed at about $5 a ton. In 
many sections, of course, no such 
price can be realized for it, and as a 
matter of fact only about 8 per cen 
of the crop actually is sold. 
Thi 


figure mentioned, however, may b. 
taken as representing the value 
tc 


the farmer of straw if he will use i 
properly in his farming operations 
as feed or bedding. In order to il 
lustrate how this may be done thi 
report gives three sample ration? 
for wintering a breeding herd of bee 
cattle on straw combined with sil- 
age, shock corn-, and cottonse.ed o 
linseed meal. Any one of these ra 
tions, it is said, will prove economi 
cal. They are as follows:

States it frequently happens thai 
grass goes to waste because feeders 
are unwilling to pay the high prices 
asked for steers in the spring. Witli 
an abundance of straw on "hand to 
essen the cost of wintering, feeders 
can take advantage of 
the lower 


nice for stacker cattle in the fall to 
secure on reasonable terms at that 
ime enough stock to pasture all the 
grass the following year. 


The production of corn stover is 


about twice that of grain 
straw, 


amounting to approximately 245,- 
100,000 tons a year. A larger per- 
centage—81.5—of this is fed than 
if the straw but the waste is never- 
he-less astonishing. For this, poor 
tnethods of feeding are largely re- 
ponsjble. By far'the most econoin- 
eal method of handling corn is by 
nsiling, but as a matter of fact only 
.1 pe.r cent of the acreage was put 


in the silo in 1914, the year in which 
lese investigations 
were 
made. 


About 11 per cent was cut for green- 


fe«d and 81 per cent allowed to ma 
ture for grain. It is in the -last ppr 
tion of the acreage that the greates 
waste occurs. Stripping the leave 
from the stalks which, are 
subse 


quently burned, removing the stall 
above the top ear only, leaving tli 
stalks to stand in the field until th 
loss of leaves and leaching have re 
moved much of their fertilizing val 
ue, are all unthrifty methods. Fur 
thermbne, almost four per .cent o 
the stover is burned, as though, in 
stead of being a potential source o 
revenue, it was merely a nuisance t 
be gotten rid of as a preliminary t 
plowing. 
In scune States the per 


centage of stover 
that is 
thu 


thrown away is as high as 7 or 8 pe 
cent, and the total loss to the coun 
ti'y from the practice is estimated a 
nearly $15,000,000 a year. 


To 
obtain 
satisfactory 
result 


from the feeding of farm roughage 
such as straw and stover, they mus 
be combined with some form of con 
centrated feed. At the present tirn 
large quantities of such feed, in th 
form of cottonseed meal and cake 
com, molasses, peanuts and bean 
are exported for the use of Euro 
pean feeders. If the straw and sto 
ver that are now wasted were em 
ployed to feed more cattle, thesi 
concentrates 
could be consumed a 


home. The nestilt would be a tremen 
dous saving not only in the cost o 
producing beef, but in the cost o 
enriching the soil as well. In 19 
for example, about 1,000,000 tons o 
cottonseed meal—half the total pro 
duction—were applied directly to th 
soil as fertilizer. 
If this had beei 


fed to cattle instead, three-quarter 
of the fertilizing value would hav 
been returned to the soil as manure 
The loss of the other* fourth woul 
have been far more than counter 
balanced by the profit on the mea 
produced economically by the mea 
and -the necessary roughages. Muci 
the same thing is true of the othe 
oil meals. 


The value of these meals is fa: 


better appreciated in Europe than 
here. 
Denmark, for example, feed- 


annually 478 pounds of oil cake t< 
each of her mature cattle, the Uni 
ted 'States approximately 24 pounds 
Furthermore, the European feeder i: 
aware of the fact that the high-pro 
tein meal, while more expensive t< 
buy, 
is more economical 
to 
use 


Meal of this quality is seldom sold 
on the domestic markets because the 
American farmer has not yet learnee 
its value. Cottonseed and 
linseei 


are perhaps the best knoa-n of Hi 
oil meals but there are others the usi 
of which as feed could be profitably 
extended. Both peanut and soy bean 
meal and cake, for instance, are in 
good demand in Europe. 


The'efficient use of these and oth- 


er feeds discussed in the report is o 
the utmost importance to the Ameri- 
can farmer, it is pointed out, be- 
cause the day when close ealculatioi 
in feeding was not necessary is, in 
all probability, past. Hereafter it is 
likely that success will depend upon 
ability to put to the best 
use al 


available products. A greater knowl- 
edge of what these products are am 
of the ways in which they can be feu 
will result in the elimination of en- 
ormous waste.

twenty years. She may now win his 
immediate freedom. It was to save 
her from injury when she was about 
to become a mother that Dietz gave 
up the battle in the barricaded cabin 
in the Wisconsin woods and surren- 
dered to the authorities in 1910. 


Hundreds 
of letters have been 


oouring into Gov. E. L. Philipp's 
iffice 
since it was announced that 


ipplication for a pardon was filed,' 
from influential citizens of the state 
\sking that the board of pardons 
rive Dietz his freedom. 


Dietz, a pioneer settler in the wild 


lonntry near Winter, Wis, had his! 
1rst difficulty with the authorities' 
when he attempted to prevent the 
Chippewa Lumber and Boom com- 
pany. : .from using Cameron Dam in 
-rnnsporting their logs. Dietz claim- 
ed it was on his farm and demanded 
oayment for the log's the company 
;ent over the dam. 


The 
lumber 
company procured 


in injunction against Dietz in 1904. 
The sheriff never was able to serve 
:he injunction. Fortified in his little 
'og , cabin on the Thornappje river, 
Dietz 
successfully 
evaded 
the 


authorities. 


On May 10, 1904 a posse set out 


to arrest Dietz, but after several 
shots we're fired the posse retired. 
Another battle took place on July 25 
of that year when John Rogich, a 
member of the posse, and Dietz's 
son Clarence were wounded. 


The' settler barricaded his home 


and made it an actual fort following 
this &$&' The walls of his 
cabin 


wgj^elined with guns. Every mem- 
ber of the family carried a gun and 
the 
smallest 
child was trained to 


;hoot like an expert marksman. 


On Sept. 7, 1910, Dietz visited the 


village of Winter and quarreled with 
Bert Horel over an election. 
Dietz shot Horel. 


Renewed attempts were then made 


by the authorities to capture Dietz 
and 
his family. On Oct. 1 Dietz's 


children Clarence, Leslie and Elmyra 
were attacked on the road to Winter. 
Clarence and the girl were wounded 
and captured but Leslie escaped. 


Dietz threatened to go to Winter 


and take his children away from the 
authorities, but before he could make 


asUkis threat, his cabin was sur- 


rounded and on Oct. 7, a battle took 
place. 


The log cabin was riddled by 


2,000 bullets, fired by the deputies. 
Oscar Harp, a member of the 
sheriff's posse, was killed. 


Dietz himself was wounded but 


refused to give up until it was cal- 
led to his attention that Mrs. Dietz, 
who was about to become a mother, 
might be killed. He then surren- 
dered. 


He was found guilty of murder in 


the first degree and sentenced to 
serve life in prison. Two years ago 
his sentence was commuted to twen- 
ty years by Gov. Francis E. Mc- 
Gover.
